THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

for  the  Year  1947 


HE  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting  its  Annual  Report 
*  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1947. 

WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

A  new  Booking  and  Records  Office  for  Out-Patients  has  been 
constructed  during  the  year  and  will  be  in  use  at  an  early  date  and 
plans  for  additional  consulting  and  dressing  rooms  are  now  awaiting 
sanction. 

Pathological  Department. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  greatly  expanded  and 
better  facilities  will  soon  be  available  when  the  new  enlarged  laboratory  7 
is  completed.  A  collection,  the  only  one  in  the  North  of  England,  of 
type  cultures  of  pathogenic  ringworm  fungi  is  now  maintained. 

X-Ray  Department. 

An  additional  therapy  unit  has  been  installed  in  the  X-Ray  Depart¬ 
ment  which,  together  with  the  two  of  similar  type  already  in  use, 
provides  the  department  with  the  most  modern  therapy  equipment. 

Photographic  Department. 

The  new  studio  is  still  under  construction  but  catalogued  collections 
of  photographs  for  purposes  of  teaching  and  research  already  exist. 

A  Psychiatric  Clinic  has  been  established  for  the  purpose  of  dealing 
with  the  psychological  problems  peculiar  to  patients  with  skin 
diseases.  88  patients  have  received  advice. 

The  teaching  function  of  the  hospital  has  been  greatly  extended 
by  the  demand  for  training  as  specialists  on  the  part  of  ex-service 
graduates.

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BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  sorrow  that  the  Board  records  the  death  of  Mr, 
Donald  Beith,  who  had  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Hospital  for  many 
years.  Mr.  Beith  was  appointed  Vice-Chairman  in  the  year  1924,  and 
occupied  this  position  until  1934,  when  he  was  elected  Vice-President, 
which  office  he  occupied  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Noel  Hey  wood  retired  from  the  Board  during  the  year  owing  to  his 
leaving  the  district  and  this  opportunity  is  taken  to  record  the  Board’s 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  him. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Board  records  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Dr.  William  Dyson, 
O.B.E.,  who  for  39  years  rendered  most  valuable  service  to  the  Hospital. 
Dr.  Dyson  was  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Staff  for  34  years,  having  been 
first  appointed  in  1913. 

The  Board  welcomes  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Judith  E.  M.  Savatard 
and  Dr.  G.  Auckland  as  Honorary  Assistant  Physicians.  Dr.  J.  Curry  and 
Dr.  J.  G.  Coburn  succeed  them  as  Assistant  Medical  Officers. 

Dr.  J.  Curry  has  been  appointed  Research  Student  in  Dermatological 
Mycology  in  the  University  of  Manchester. 

Dr.  N.  J.  de  Ville  Mather  has  been  appointed  Psychiatrist. 

Under  the  arrangement  with  Christie  Hospital  Dr.  A.  H.  McCallum  has 
now  taken  the  place  of  Dr.  A.  Lutton  as  Radiotherapist. 

The  work  of  the  Honorary  and  Salaried  Staff  has  again  been  most  arduous 
throughout  the  year  and  the  Board  expresses  to  them  its  grateful  thanks. 

NURSING  STAFF. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  record  that  the  Hospital  continues  to  be  well  staffed. 

The  devoted  and  efficient  service  rendered  by  the  Matron  and  the 
Nursing  Staff  is  recorded  with  appreciation  and  gratitude.

FINANCE. 

The  Hospital’s  Accounts  for  the  year  under  review  reveal  a  very  different7 
aspect  from  previous  years  as  for  the  first  time  in  our  history  a  serious 
deficit  is  shown. 

Income.  The  decrease  in  Total  Income  is  mainly  due  to  a  reduction 
in  the  contributions  received  from  Patients  and  Hospital  Funds. 

Expenditure.  The  Total  Expenditure  for  1947  is  £31,368  ns.  7d., 
as  compared  with  £25,307  13s.  9d.  in  1946,  and  is  attributable  to  the  rise 
in  cost  of  all  commodities  and  the  heavy  increases  in  Salaries  and  Wages.
